Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. Title two", chapter thirty-eight, of the gen-
eral statutes, is hereby amended by adding at the end
thereof as follows, that is to say :

Sec. 57. All lands donated to the state of Minnesota
by the United States, by act of congress entitled, an act
donating to the states of Minnesota and Oregon certain
lands reserved by congress for the territories of Minue- pr^sod^i^floFd
eota aud Oregon, for university purposes, approved March Ĵ 1."̂ '1,]11011 of
